Displeased at the United States cen- | 
sus gureau’s most recent publication | 


of population’ statistics for the 
borough of Atlanta and the city of At- 
lanta, Horace Russell, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, de- 
clared Wednesday night that he would 
confer with City Attorney James L. 
Mayson today in an effort to speed 
up mandamus proceedings and secure a 
temporary injunction to prevent any 
further releases of Atlanta’s census 
unless the “Greater Atlanta” popula- 
tion is reported. 

The release of the bureau, however, 
clearly showed, according to those 
who have followed the fight for what 
they term a correct enumeration of 
the Atlanta population, the uncertain- 


ty of the department concerning At- 
lanta’s status. 

Carried in the Georgia column as 
the only Georgia borough with a pop- 
ulation in excess of 100,000, the 
borough of Atlanta was listed at 270,- 
367, a gain of 67,751 for the past 
decade and a percentage gain of 34.8. 
In lower case was a footnote “B” 
which referred the reader to the fol- 
lowing: “Population for the area 
known as the municipality of Atlan- 
ta under Georgia legislature of 1929 
totals 360,692,” 

This was received as an indication 
that the bureau itself might reverse 
a former ruling that it would not 
list Atlanta’s population with that 
of the boroughs and other districts be- 
neath it. 

Continued Violation. 

“The bureau continues to violate 
the agreement it made with a.delega- 
tion of Atlantans at the national cap- 
ital several weeks ago,” Mr, Russell 
said. “I shall confer with Mr. Mayson 
today urging immediate action to pre- 
vent further injurious releases from 
the department. If the department 
does not live up to the agreement 
made by Dr. William M. Steuart, di- 
rector, we feel that it should not list 
Atlanta at all or any of the other 
cities of the nation. 

“Unless we take immediate action, 
the department may proceed at once 
with the publication of the final fig- 
ures and fail to list Atlanta as it

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Air Trail Over Atlantic.

NEW YORK ,Sept. 3.—(UN)— 

With a non-stop flight from Paris 
behind them and a dash to Dallas 
ahead of them on the morrow, the 
two men of the Question Mark re- 
ceived today the tumultous praise that 
is their due. 

Captain Dieudonne Coste and his 
navigator, Maurice Bellonte, found a 
city and indeed a nation thrilling 
to the skillful achievement that, as 
Mayor Walker aptly put it, “turned 
the Atlantic ocean from a one-way 
thoroughfare into a two-way street.” 

New York said it with cheers, with 
the clamor of sirens, with the brassy 
cadences of bands, with the rustle 
of silken banners in which the Tri- 
color and Stars and Stripes intermin- 
gled and with its own noiseless bom- 
bardment of ticker tane streaming 


endlessly from Broadway's towers. 

The airmen met the unrestrained 
enthusiasm with a quality of difti- 
dence that served but to endear them 
further to the throngs of admirers. 
As closely as possible the reception 
resembled that which marked the re- 
turn of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
after he had pioneered on the trans- 
ocean route to Le Bourget which 
Coste and RBellonte aow have flown 
in reverse directivn. 

Dallas will have its turn tomorrow 
evening when the aviators are due 
to reach there to receive a prize of, 
$25,000 for the tirst one-stop flight 
between Paris and the Texas city. 
Washington will have its turn Moen- 
day when government officials will 
echo the sentiments that three years 
ago were sounded by the. French to 
Lindbergh. But today it was New 
York’s turn—and a thunderous much 
was made of it. 

The fliers went to Curtiss airport 
tonight, inspected their plane and an- 
nounced that they hoped to take off 
for Dallas early tomorrow, probably 
at a. m. or shortly thereafter. 
Karlier the start had been tentatively 
scheduled for 9 a, m. 

Coste snid he extpected the flight to 
take at least 10 hours. The distance 
is estimated at 1,465 miles. 

His route, he said, will generally 
follow the air line, which would take 
the big red plane across New Jersey, 
over West Virginia close to Hunting- | 
ton and Charleston, thence to Ken-) 
tucky and over Arkansas, near Lit-| 
tle Rock, before the Texas border is| 
reached. ‘The prize award, offered by 
Colonel William E. Easterwood, Dal- 
las capitalist, probably will be pee) 
sented at a dinner. 

From the time that they awoke to- 
day after an all-too-brief sleep Coste 
and Bellonte realized that they were 
not to be left alone. Well-wishers, 


thronged their hotel suite and no 
doubt the din shortened the slumber 
that was the right of two exhausted 
men who had just raced 4,030 miles 
in 37 hours and 18 minutes. 

After arising shortly after 9 a. m. 
and ordering the more or less meager 
French breakfast of coffee and toast 
the fliers talked with their wives by 
trans-oceanic telephone.

WASHINGTON, Sept. (P)— 
Word was awaited tonight from San- 
to Domingo as to the extent of the 
damage done by the hurricane which 
settled upon it late today and blotted 
it out from communication with the 
outside world, 

At the same time other islands of 
the West Indies group and southeast- 
ern United States watched anxiously 
the progress of the tropical destroyer 
as it moved northwestward, on the 
basis of reports to the weather bureau 
at Washington. 

On the heels of advices to the bu- 
reau at 9 p. m. that the disturbance, 
with a velocity greatly in excess of 
100 miles an hour, was moving over 
the Dominican Republic and likely 
would pass between Turks island and 
Windward Passage Thursday before 
noon, the National observatory at 
Havana reported at 9:42 p. m. re- 
ceipt of word that the hurricane had 
turned in its track and was moving 
toward Haiti.

The last radio message received by 
Pan-American Airways from its sta- 
tion in Sante Doming» was at 2:12 
Pp. m, (eastern standard time) when a 
wind velocity of 136 miles an hour 
was reported, with a barometer read- 
ing of 29.07, a drop of .33 in 42 min- 
utes, 

E. F. Bourne, superintendent of 
communications for Pan-American, 
said transmission of radio messages 
through a wind of 160 miles an hour, 
such as was reported in Santo Do- 
mingo by the San Juan, Porto Rico, 
office of the Radio Corporation of 
America, later in the afternoon, would 
be “difficult.” 

Pan-American Airways’ reports of 
winds in the Caribbean were made 
public by Richard W. Gray, govern- 
ment meteorologist here. 

The tropical radio station at New 
Orleans received a report that the 
storm had struck the Dominican re- 
public. with a northwest wind velocity 
of 102 miles an hour, and that the 
barometer at San Juan, Porto Rico, 
was dropping. 

Cable service of All-America Ca- 
bles, Inc., to Santo Domingo was in- 
terrupted this afternoon, according te 
a statement from the New York of- 
fice of the company. The Miami office 
of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany said they had received no in- 
formation of interrupted cable serv- 
ice. 

The first radio report of a dis- 
turbance in the neighborhood of San- 
to Domingo was received here at 1:30 
p. m., eastern standard time, when 
it was said a 66-mile wind was blow- 
ing from the north, with a barometric 
pressure of 29.40 at 2 p. m. It said 
the wind was 85 miles an hour from 
the north, with a pressure of 29.20: 
at 2:05 p. m. the wind was 102 miles 
an hour from the north with a baro- 
metric reading of 29.12: and at 2:12 
p. m. the barometer read 29.07 with 
a 136-mile wind. No direction was 
given on this reading. 

Gray. said he had received no fur- 
ther weather reports after the 2:12 
p.m. reading. ' ; 

E. P. Bourne, superthtendent of 
communications for Pan-American 
Airways, with headquarters here, said 
that a high wind, such as was re- 
ported in Santo Domingo this after- 
noon, would make transmission of 
radio messages difficult. 

Bourne said that this might explain 
lack of further communication from 
the Santo Domingo station. 

Gray said that he recalled but two 
automatically recorded wind veloci- 
ties in ‘excess of the 136-mile an 
hour mark. One of these was the 
138 miles an hour during the hurri- 
cane that struck Miami in 1926, he 
said, and the other was of 150 miles 
an hour recorded in San Juan, Porto 
Rico, in 1928, before the anemometer 
blew away. 

Bourne said he had been unable 
to contact Santo Domingo since the 
last weather report was received here 
at 2:12 p. m., eastern standard time, 
but that efforts were being made 
continuously to call the station 
there, 

From San Juan, Porto Rico, All 
American cables received a report 
that the hurricane was traveling over 
the eastern end of the island of Haiti. 
which embraces the Dominican repub- 
lie and apparently was headed out 
into shipping lanes.

Hold Andree’s Polar Secrets

TROMSOE, Norway, Sept. 3.—() 
Further interesting discoveries, one of 
which was most sensational in its 
nature, were made today by Swedish 
and Norwegian experts who are ex- 
amining the relics of the arctic expe- 
dition of Salomon August Andree 
brought to this port by Dr. Gunnar 
Horn and his exploration party. 

This most important new find, 
overlooked until government scientists 
began their investigation of the re- 
mains of the famous polar aerial 
argosy in 1897, and one which may 
‘mean much not only to science but 
to literature and drama as well, con- 
sisted of two notebooks. ‘They were 
found wrapped in an undershirt at 
Andree’s back. Evidently the ex- 
plorer, near death, took one last pre- 
cautionary measure that posterity 
might know the details of the first 
expedition ever to attempt to attain 
the north pole by the aerial route.

STATEWIDE ROAD BUILDING. 

The federal bureau of public 
roads, questioned as to a campaign 
in Alabama to have all gasoline tax 
funds applied solely to highway and 
road improvements, voices its full 
favor for such a plan. It recog- 
nizes that the disposition of such 
funds is purely for the states to de- 
cide, but remarks that only five 
states devote any part of such funds 
to other than highway purposes. 

Florida in 1929 devoted $2,233,- 
735 of such funds to schools and 
permanent state buildings; Georgia 
used $1,457,454 for schools; Michi- 
gan placed $3,920 from dealers’ 
| licenses in the general state fund; 
New Jersey allotted $90,000 to the 
| state department of commerce and 
|navigation; and Texas placed §$5,- 
$79,373 of the revenue in the free 
fund. In all other states 
the funds from gasoline taxes are 
used entirely for highway and street 
purposes. 

The bureau, informed by its long 
experience in co-operating with the 
states, has reached the judgment 
that not only should gasoline tax 
funds be used only for highway 
purposes, but that the states should 
administer them rather than the 
counties. Better results to the high- 
svstems haveebeen obtained 
where the state highway department 
administers the entire program, 
leaving to the counties only the task 
of keeping up the minor county 
For that last purpose prop- 
erty taxes should pay, the cost of 
upkeep since the property owners 
served by such roads receive almost 
the entire benefits of them.

There is lying before me an am- 
bitious and impressive small volume 
that is arresting to the conventional 

CEO a, mind and .thrusts 
into it a series of 
novel interroga- 
tions.

He was not only a profound 
adept in the history, philosophy and 
application of the principles of divine 
and human laws, bet he was versed 
in biblical, classical and modern rev- 
elations regarding the ways of “the 
spirit that is in man” and the mo- 
tivations from within and without 
which condition his behavior both pri- 
vate and public.

Floriation of Q| Father's Creed. 

It may be that|I am mistaken in 
the inspirations fer the pattern of 
Mrs. Howell’s philasophy, but from 
long and intimate c§ntacts with her 
wise and severely cultured father I 
cannot resist the impression that, with 
a more modern terminology than his, 
she has given voice in her volume to 
the basic content of his philosophy— 
an exosmose of her perhaps conscious, 
perhaps unconscious, absorptions from 
his teachings and conversations. 

Be that as it may, what she has 
digested and compacted into “The Lit- 
tle Gate,” the title of her essay, is 
unusual enough to carry the credit of 
originality. The weave of her argu- 
ment—though it is more a complex 
of asserted axioms than an argument 
—is suggestive of orienta] spiritual 
cultism more than of the accommoda- 
tions and compromises of present-day 
western theology in any of its vari- 
ous forms. : 

Oliver Wendell Holmes, the “Poet 
of the Breakfast Table,” said “the 
scientific study of man is the most dif- 
ficult of all branches of knowledge,” 
but Mrs. Howell has not hesitated to 
enter upon it, doubtless having more 
in mind Pope’s dictum that “the prop- 
er study of mankind is man!”

Men Are Controlled by Codes. 
The base line from which Mrs. How- 
ell projects her philosophy is that a 


normal man possesses “an individual 
standard of personal morality” and 
that those with similarity of stand- 
ards form groups, “each with its 
moral code, and the individuals con- 
stituting the groups operate with a 
sense of personal obligation in con- 
nection with this group code.” 


The thgorem is wholly correct and 
is in visible demonstration around us 
every day. A myriad societies of men 
and women exist in plain view, “each 
with its moral code,” or “unmoral” 
code in some instances, and they large- 
ly dominate the conduct of our mod- 
ern communities. 

Those of us who remember our 


studies of Horace know that Mrs. 
Howell’s observation is supported by 
his statement—‘“metiri sequemque suo 
modulo ac pede aequum est,” which is 
to say that every man should meas- 
ure himself by his own standard. The 
greatest of all human analysts, Shake- 
speare, caused Julius Caesar to say 
much the same in remarking: 


‘‘The fault, dear Brutus, is net in our 
stars, 


But in ourselves, that we are underlings!’’

The Supreme Subject -Is Life. 
Mrs. Howell's subject is “Life’— 
hot in the flat, as we casually observe 


if on our way through it, but life in 
the spherical, as an Einstein of the 
Spiritual realm would visualize and 
estimate it. Her view is comprehen- 
sive of the four dinmensions—physical, 
mental, spiritual and eternal. 


To her life is, always has been and 
always will be. Her equation might be 
Stated as unity plus continuity equals 
manifestation. The manifestations are 
as multiple and mfiltiform as the uni- 
verse reveals, or conceals as yet to 
human perception and current phen- 
omena. 


So far as humanity attaches to the 
universal everlasting It—the “Line of 
Life’—we Beings are as sparks of 
hight and power appearing, traveling 
and fading from the feed wire of Life 
inherent in all things. She will not 
allow that our mortal lives are cre- 
ated, imparted, or derived. She de- 
nies them origin in Evolution, ¢ondi- 
tioned by Heredity, or permanently 
affected by Suggestion. I agree with 
her totally.

Too Ample For Short Review.

_In fact, to use a rather inelegant 
simile, what she propounds is like 
bear meat that the more you chew it 
the larger it swells. I shall have to 
read her book several more times to 
ease the appetite it has intrigued.

CHICAGO, = Sept. 3.—WP)— Two 
theories of the cause of the crash 
Monday of Captain Arthur H. Page's 
marine corps plane in the Thompson 
trophy race were advanced today at 
the coroner’s inquest into his death. 
The jury accepted the theories of the 
experts as the reasons, either singly 
or together, for the wreck. 

Dr, William McNally, toxicologist, 
testified he found traces of carbon 
monoxide gas in the flyer’s blood sev- 
eral hours after the accident.

“Keep your eye on the ball’ is the fundamental maxim in 
golf, baseball, tennis, basketball, hockey, polo, handball, squash 
or any other game that is played with a small object that must 
he manipulated. 

And if one does not think it applies to football, he 
should have been listening to Mike Miles, the lanky 
backfield coach at Georgia Tech, yesterday. A gang of 
23 young backfield candidates were listening and now 
they know—if they did not forget all about it overnight 
as boys will. 


The hackfield candidates were practicing catching a snap 


from center and starting off around end. The ‘‘centers’”’ pressed 
into service were spare backs. Naturally their snapping was 
terrible. They snapped the ball back, high, low, left, right and 
used 'a baffling change of pace. The would-be ball carriers were 
fumbling four out of five. The drill was well nigh demoralized. 


THE SIMPLE REMEDY. © 
Coach Miles let them go on fighting to catch the ball for a 
round. Then he said: 

“Now keep your eye on that ball from the time it 
leaves the center’s hands until you catch it. You don’t 
have to sidestep anybody to get to the line of scrim- 
mage. Your first job is to get that ball under your arm.”’ 
And believe it or not, from his first admonition the fumbling 

ceased.

PLACING THE BLAME. 

“Many atime vou read in thé papers where the center made 
a bad pass,’’ Coach Miles told his boys later. ‘‘Nine times out 
of ten that is a mistake. Nine times out of ten it was the fault 
of the back. Nine times out of ten the back who is to receive 
the ball looked ahead to see who was waiting to*tackle him or 
to pick out his alley and expected to wake up with the ball in 
his arms. If you keep your eye on the ball, the only way you 
can miss it is for the center to snap it over your head.” 


COACHES LEARN PLENTY. 

Football really is a complex game. So much scientific 
Knowledge of the game is crammed into boys’ heads during 
college davs that the points become a jumble of maxims. 

Even after three years on a varsity squad, a boy. has 
nothing but a bare working knowledge of the game. He 
has just skimmed the surface. Most of his reactions dur- 
ing a game are instinctive or habitual. 

If he goes to coaching afte? he leaves coll he begins to 
learn something about tt. He gets a view trom the outside. It 
begins to dawn on him what it was all about. 

Coaches say they learn more about the game the 
first year they are ‘‘out’”’ than they did during the entire 
time they were in college. And the second year is even 
more enlightening than the first. Be sure that while 
coaches are teaching young men how to play, they learn 
plenty themselves.
